The  dances  published  by  the  Scottish  Country  Dance  Society  are  traditional  both  in  steps  and 
formations.  Their  present  form  has  been  arrived  at  from  available  manuscripts,  old  books,  and 
from  the  experience  of  dancers  during  the  last  150  years.  The  reference  given  at  the  bottom  of 
each  dance  is  the  oldest  known  form.

1-4      With  inside  hands  joined  first  couple  set  (twice)  to  second 
woman. 

5-8       First  couple  three  hands  round  with  second  woman. 
9-12      Repeat  bars  1-4  with  second  man. 
13-16      First  couple  three  hands  round  with  second  man. 
17-20      First  couple  lead  down  the  middle. 
21-24      and  up  again. 
25-32      First  and  second  couples  poussette. 
Repeat,  having  passed  a  couple.

Note.—"  Sir  James  Baird's  reel  "  in  Longman  &  Broderix  collection,  circa  1792, 
is  the  same,  with  the  exception  of  bars  25-32,  which  are  "  Right  and  Left."

All  take  partners  by  both  hands  and  move  forwards  and  back- 
wards ;  first  man  and  woman  dance  in  and  out  between 
the  other  couples  till  they  reach  the  end  of  the  set. 

First  couple  moving  all  the  time  out  to  the  men's  side  and  back 
to  the  centre,  while  all  the  other  couples  move  out  to  women's 
side  and  back  to  the  centre. 

Next  couple  repeat  the  dance. 

(Running  step  is  used  throughout— two  steps  to  each  bar.)

9-10  First  and  second  men,  taking  their  partners'  hands,  all  take  one 
Highland  Schottische  step  across  the  dance  to  the  other 
side  (see  Fig.),  the  first  man  and  second  woman  beginning 
with  the  left  foot,  and  first  couple  passing  below  the  second 
couple.
